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Breathing in the gift of life 


Benefit set for 
transplant recipient

M Lou Keefe knew going 
into the hospital last year that 


she was leaving with a new set of 
lungs or she wasn’t leaving at all. 
The Feeding Hills resident was 
suffering from sarcoidosis, a dis- 
ease in which inflammation oc- 


curs in the lymph nodes, lungs, 
liver, eyes, skin, or other tissues 
when she was hospitalized in 
August. In her case, the disease 
affected her lungs, although she 
presented no symptoms. 

Mary Lou, 52, — wife of Aga- 
wam Fire Department EMS Coor- 
dinator and Drill Instructor Brian 
Keefe — was diagnosed in 1978 
but wasn’t actually treated until 
1993. 

By 2008, she started having 
trouble breathing; in February 


2009, she developed pulmonary 
hypertension; and by September 
2011, she had new lungs. 

“My oxygen levels were all 
over the place,” she said by way 
of explanation. 

Between the sarcoidosis and 
the pulmonary hypertension, “she 
went downhill fast,” said Brian. 

In August 2011, after being 
hospitalized at Baystate Medical 
Center in Springfield for seven 
days, she was airlifted by medi- 
cal transport service MedEvac to 
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Patrick Kelly, 8, and mom, April, enjoy the warm sun on parade day in Holyoke

Council subcommittee tackles 
sewer abatement issues

AGAWAM - A new subcom- 
mittee is already being put to the 
test and must work with town 
departments on interpreting the 
zoning laws that have influences 
on the sewer betterment assess- 
ments for some South Westfield 
Street properties. 

Under the new format of Aga- 
wam City Council subcommit- 
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tees, issues related to the new 
sewer systems in town fall under 
the purview of the administrative 
subcommittee, which met March 
15 to address betterment assess- 
ments for nine properties along 
South Westfield Street. 

Todd Brown, an engineer at 
Tighe & Bond, and Department 
of Public Works (DPW) Superin- 
tendent Christopher Golba added 
input during the discussions. 

Developer Ralph DePalma 
argued against an assessment 
of 181 units on his property on 
South Westfield Street. The enor- 
mous acreage led engineers to as- 
sess the potential for 181 possible 
building units on the property. 


DePalma said due to the vari- 
ous conservation restrictions 
and the agricultural preservation 
restriction, it may take several 
years before he can develop the 
property. He also argued that the 
zoning laws show that residential 
properties in the A-3 zone, as in 
his case, are assessed differently 
than properties in the A-1 and A- 
2 zones. 

“I feel like I am being discrimi- 
nated against,’ DePalma said. 

The betterments for the original 
assessment total $423,721. Every 
unit is charged $675 for the gen- 
eral betterment and $1,666 for a 
special betterment assessment.

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Head injury law 


triggers new school 
athletic regulations

AGAWAM — Students partici- 
pating in sports activities who re- 
ceive a blow to the head may feel 
fine afterwards, but in actuality, 
they could have a serious — even 
fatal — brain injury. 

Sports-related head injuries are 
one of the leading causes of con- 
cussions in children and adoles- 
cents. 

New athletic concussion regu- 
lations recently approved by the 
Agawam School Committee will 
address the seriousness of sports- 
related head injuries. Adopted at 
the Feb. 28 meeting, the regula- 
tions are aimed at 
increasing aware- 
ness of the poten- 
tial dangers posed 
by concussions, 
which are the re- 
sult of a bump, 
blow, or jolt to the 
head or body that 
causes the brain 
to bounce around 
or twist within the 
skull. 

Legislation passed by state law- 
makers in 2010 required school 
districts to develop and approve 
policies by March I that regu- 
late return-to-play procedures for 
concussion injuries during school 
sports activities. 

Agawam’s regulations mandate 
head injury safety training estab- 
lished guidelines for when stu- 
dents can play sports after suffer- 
ing a concussion or symptoms of 
a concussion. Athletes, along with 
their parents and certain school 
staff, must participate in concus- 
sion awareness training. Students 
and their parents also must pro- 
vide information on an athletes’ 
history of concussion. 

“Kids want to play — but a con- 
cussion can be devastating,” said 
Agawam School Superintendent 
William Sapelli. “We want every- 
one to be aware of the potential

dangers and to remember that a 
concussion is a brain injury.” 

Massachusetts is among more 
than 30 states that have enacted 
youth sports concussion-related 
laws in recent years. Tougher re- 
strictions on young athletes re- 
turning to play after head injuries 
were inspired by the increased 
attention to sports-related concus- 
sions suffered by both student and 
professional athletes across a wide 
range of sports and recreational 
activities. 

According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC), nearly 60 percent of high 
school students in the United 
States currently participate in or- 
ganized sports. And with the num- 
ber of younger students becom- 
ing involved in 
sports activities 
increasing each 
year, identifying 
and managing 
concussions is 
becoming a ma- 
jor public health 
issue. 

Coaches, ath- 
letic trainers, 
school physi- 
cians and nurses, 
athletic directors, marching band 
directors, and parent volunteers 
now must receive state Depart- 
ment of Public Health-approved 
educational training materials that 
explain the signs and symptoms 
of a concussion. The material also 
provides questions to ask a treat- 
ing physician and includes warn- 
ings about the potential long-term 
consequences of playing sports 
with a brain injury. 


Return-to-play guidelines 
Agawam athletes who show any 
signs or symptoms of a concus- 
sion after a suspected blow to the 
head, jaw, spine, or body that may 
indicate a concussion — or who 
become unconscious — will be 
removed from play immediately.

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Soldier On project 
gets ZBA approval

AGAWAM — The Soldier On project will 
soldier on after the Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA) granted a special permit at its March 
12 meeting with a number of conditions the 
applicants must follow. 

According to the special permit, the north, 
south, and west property lines must have at 
least 15 feet of maintained vegetation. Main- 
taining a buffer between the property and 
its abutters was a major concern voiced by 
neighbors Joseph and Mary Czerpak, who 
had sought for Soldier On to erect fencing 
to eliminate the risk of the veterans, some of 
whom may have mental disabilities, enter- 
ing their property. 

The fencing was too expensive, but Sol- 
dier On agreed to maintain the natural buffer 
between the two properties. 

The ZBA also added a condition regarding 
the historical significance of the building, 
which used to be a police academy training 
building, stipulating that no architectural or 
historically significant changes can be made 
to the property without the consent of both 
the Agawam and Massachusetts historical 
commissions. 

Soldier On was approved to transform the 
former police academy into a 54-unit hous- 
ing facility for veterans in need of homes. 
Many of the veterans that Soldier On will be 
assisting will be coming off the street, the 
goal of the non-profit group. 

Classrooms at the building will be con- 
verted into separate housing units for the 
veterans. The veterans will have the op- 
portunity to work toward buying and own- 
ing their respective units and re-establishing 
their lives. 

The facility is being dubbed as “male- 
only” housing, but women would be al- 
lowed to attempt to live there under the Fair 
Housing Act. 


The ZBA also granted the request of Sol- 
dier On to install only 39 parking spaces. 
Under current zoning, there should be at 
least one parking spot per dwelling. Jim 
Scalise of SK Designs out of Pittsfield ar- 
gued that 54 spaces are not needed, even 
with employees working there to assist the 
veterans. 

According to Scalise, only 17 percent of 
residents have driver’s licenses at the Pitts- 
field facility and they are anticipating similar 
statistics at the proposed Agawam facility. 

“We just don’t need the parking,’ said 
Scalise. “Most of these people are disabled 
and cannot drive.” 

He did say that the facility would have 
four vans on-call for the veterans. 

One resident questioned the traffic of 
visitors. Scalise said the type of residents 
that live at Soldier On do not have families 
and are there because they have nowhere to 
turn. 

The ZBA, in previous parts of the hear- 
ing, had advised Soldier On to attempt to 
work with the Pioneer Valley Transportation 
Authority (PVTA) and have the building 
added to the local bus route, which would 
allow the veterans to leave their homes more 
freely. However, as Soldier On will have 
vans available for veterans, gaining a stop 
on the PVTA bus route was not a part of the 
conditions. 

ZBA Chairman Doreen Prouty also read 
into record a letter from the Agawam Fire 
Department, which stipulates what must be 
done for the facility to maintain proper fire 
safety. The letter from the fire department 
was the only hold-up when the ZBA last met 
Feb. 27. Prouty said the board did not feel 
comfortable voting until it had received a 
letter from fire officials. 

The project will now be able to move for- 
ward for construction to begin. The project 
will cost more than $12 million and will be 
a combination of the non-profit funds plus 
state and federal grant funding.

Welch files young 
professionals bill 


BOSTON - State Sen. James T. Welch, 
D-West Springfield, filed a bill that would 
create a special commission on young 
professionals whose focus would be to 
examine how the Commonwealth can 
better engage, involve and educate young 
professionals in decisions and policies that 
affect them and the Commonwealth. The 
21-person commission will examine best 
practices and policies to retain and attract 
intellectual capital that will make Massa- 
chusetts a place where young profession- 
als want to live, work and play. 

“Massachusetts is home to many of the 
top schools in the country,” said Welch. 
“We need to strategize on how to keep those 
graduates here and to bring young profes- 
sionals back from schools outside the Com- 
monwealth. This is especially important for 
those cities and towns outside I-495. This 
commission will explore what attracts tal- 
ent to a community and how we can build 
on that to ensure we retain effective leaders 
in the greater Springfield area.” 

The commission would be made up of 
members appointed by the administration 
and legislature as well as a representative 
from each of the 11 young professional 
groups across the Commonwealth. Welch 
has been working with the Young Profes- 
sionals Society of Greater Springfield 
(YPS) and the Northampton Area Young 
Professionals on this legislation. Last year, 
he hosted a discussion at the State House 
between these two groups and Western 
Massachusetts legislators. 

“This is a fantastic initiative that has been 
in development for some time now,” said Pa- 
mela Thornton, president of YPS. “It’s great 
that YPS groups are gathering in unity to 
have a collective voice on the state and local 
levels. We are very much looking forward to 
the commission coming to fruition. It pres- 
ents an opportunity to engage and educate 
our members on all the reasons to live, work, 
play and stay in Massachusetts.”

Garden club donates 
$500 to Parish Cupboard

ach year, the Agawam Garden Club 

holds a plant sale to raise money for its 
scholarship fund to help a local high school 
student defray the rising cost of college. Last 
year, however, the club received no qualified 
applicants, which left members wondering 
what to do with the money raised. 

In lieu of letting it sit untouched, Terry 
Augusti, treasurer of the garden club and a 
volunteer at the Parish Cupboard in West 
Springfield, garnered the support of the 
club members to donate the funds raised 
for the scholarship — a total of $500 — to the 
cupboard, a non-profit organization whose 
mission is to support needy families and in- 
dividuals in West springfield and Agawam/ 
Feeding Hills by providing food and meals. 

Last year, the Agawam Garden Club held 
a special fundraiser for the Parish Cupboard 
and donated $300 in addition to non-perish- 
able food items, said Augusti. This year, 
the club will donate $500 raised during the 
plant sale. 

The Parish Cupboard, located at 1023 
Main St., West Springfield, boasts only 
three employees and nearly two dozen vol- 
unteers as well as a board of directors. It is 
entirely dependent on financial gifts and 
food donations. 

The cupboard offers two programs for 
people in need of food: an emergency food 
program for registered households who may 
receive groceries once a month, as well as 
a hot lunch program, in which nourishing 
meals are provided for an average of 20 
people per day for five days a week. 

During its last fiscal year (which ended 
August 2011), the Parish Cupboard aver- 
aged 508 hot lunches per month (or 25 per 
day with a significant daily increase after 
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April 2011) and 188 requests for emergency 
food. While the requests from Agawam/ 
Feeding Hills totaled only 42 by August 
2011, that number has risen since. 

According to Martha Tighe, executive di- 
rector of the Parish Cupboard, roughly 28 
percent of the people who come in for assis- 
tance are from Agawam and Feeding Hills. 
While 81 Agawam/Feeding Hills families 
are registered, 55 families (or 62 adults, 52 
children and 15 seniors) consistently receive 
food from the Parish Cupboard. 

“It’s a nice supplement to food stamps 
when food stamps run out,’ said Tighe, add- 
ing that because the cupboard is located in 
West Springfield, Agawam residents do have 
to find transportation to get there. “Some 
come by bus, some come in their own cars 
and some come with friends.” 

In order to raise money, the Parish Cup- 
board had several initiatives throughout 
2011, including a canister project in which 
30 businesses throughout West Springfield 
and Agawam allowed donation canisters on 
their counters; the cupboard’s “Team of Ten,” 
a pyramid of go-to women who rally the com- 
munity for donations when needed; a partner- 
ship with the Majestic Theater; the 19th an- 
nual golf outing and postal drive and more. 

“The people who support us are invalu- 
able,” said Tighe. “I’ve got canisters in so 
many places in Agawam and Feeding Hills. 
Businesses in Agawam have been unbeliev- 
able.” 

In addition, local schools, police and fire 
departments and department of public works 
employees have held food drives to collect 
donations for the cupboard, she said. 

“Agawam is extremely supportive of us,” 
Tighe said, adding, “The civic groups are 
right up there with the businesses and the 
churches.” 

The Agawam Garden Club is one such 
group. 

“The garden club of Agawam is made 
up of a whole bunch of ladies who truly 
care about the community and it just goes 
beyond making the town beautiful,’ said

Tighe. “Part of that is Terry’s push because 
she volunteers here.” 

Augusti said she think it’s important to 
educate people about the cupboard because 
many people are not aware that it provides 
assistance to residents of Agawam. 

Anyone interested in donating to the Par- 
ish Cupboard may do so in one of two ways: 
food donations or financial gifts. Non-per- 
ishable food items as well as peanut butter 
and jelly, bread, boxed meals, etc., are al- 
ways needed. Financial gifts help the cup- 
board not only purchase food to stock its 
shelves, but also help with the operating 
budget, which includes payroll, utilities, ex- 
penses, insurance, and repairs. 

“Donations are always welcome,” 
Tighe. “That’s how we survive.”

18 girls to register the first troop of Ameri- 
can Girl Guides. Margaret ‘Daisy Doots’ 
Gordon, her niece and namesake, was the 
first registered member. The name of the or- 
ganization was changed to Girl Scouts the 
following year. 

“In developing the Girl Scouts...Juliette 
brought girls of all backgrounds into the out- 
of-doors, giving them the opportunity to de- 
velop self-reliance and resourcefulness. She 
encouraged girls to prepare not only for tra- 
ditional homemaking, but also for possible 
future roles as professional women—1in the 
arts, sciences and business—and for active 
citizenship outside the home. Girl Scouting 
welcomed girls with disabilities at a time 
when they were excluded from many other 
activities. This idea seemed quite natural to 
Juliette, who never let deafness, back prob- 
lems or cancer keep her from full participa- 
tion in life.” 

In general, Girl Scouts is a needed insti- 
tution. As the girls earn badges and awards, 
they have fun and tackle projects that change 
the world. In doing so, they learn to value 
themselves, find their strengths, learn life 
skills, and give back to their community. 
Through Girl Scouts, they find friends, learn 
leadership qualities, and learn how to be- 
come admirable adults.

Senators stand up

We commend senators Kerry and Brown 
for standing up for public health by reject- 
ing Sen. Susan Collins’ (R- Maine) danger- 
ous amendment that would have weakened 
lifesaving Clean Air Act standards. We are 
grateful for the leadership and foresight of 
our senators who clearly understood the 


gravity of what was at stake if this amend- 
ment had been given the green light—thou- 
sands of innocent lives. 

Congress passed the overwhelmingly bi- 
partisan Clean Air Act to safeguard public 
health from air pollution like mercury and 
other dangerous air toxics generated by 
industrial boilers and incinerators.

Here’s a clue for 
you - Harry Leonardi helped out. Did you guess? 
Basketball? No. Hockey? No. Guess again. 

Here’s the answer. 
Lil Abner, the school 
musical. That’s right. 
The program lists Tom, 
Paul and Richard as 
“radio commentators,” 
the other six little fel- 
las as “transformed 
husbands,” and Harry 
directing the “mus- 
clemen.” 

I couldn’t find any 
mention in the ‘61 Sa- 
chem of Li I Abner but 
Darcy Davis came to the rescue with a copy of 
the Li I Abner program. One-fourth of the school 
must have participated somehow. 

One page alone of the program had about 150 
names. Joan Allen, Janice Barnard and Paula 
Zucco were in the pit chorus. Dancers includ- 
ed Joanne Cimaroli, Brenda Fleming ‘61 and 
Carol Bissonnette “61. Lynda Alvigini ‘61 was 
a prompter and Barbara Ciak ‘61 produced the 
tickets. 

The leads for Li'l Abner were played by two 
very talented and experienced ‘61s, Dianne Mabb 
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and Allan Morgan. As sophomores they were pia- 
nists for 1959’s “The Wizard of Oz,” but as ju- 
niors, Dianne and Allan were in the cast of “Best 
Foot Forward.’ Then as seniors, Allan as Li’l 
Abner and Dianne as Daisy Mae sang “Namely 
You” and “Love in a Home” while someone else 
played the piano. Over 70 others were on stage at 
some point, including 
these “61s: Stan Peritz 
as Marry’n Sam, Dave 
Taylor as Earthquake 
McGoon and Fred Des- 
jarlais as Dr. Finsdale. 

Other “61s on stage 
were Linnea Mabb, 
Sandra Dunn, Art 
Abell, Louis Moccio, 
Gary Swanson, Carol 
Lapine, Gail Cavicchi, 
Donna Werthamer and 
Barbara Wiles. 

Dianne and Linnea Mabb lived three houses 
from me in 1961 and we probably saw each oth- 
er hundreds of times in the early ‘60s but now 
it’s 2012, over 50 years later. What happened to 
them? 

The ‘61’s 50th reunion book had a phone num- 
ber for Dianne. I called, she answered, a voice 
I hadn’t heard for 50 years, back when she was 
Daisy Mae. Dianne told me that she and her sister 
moved to Pennsylvania in 1962.

AGAWAM - The town has announced it is again 
selling rain barrels this spring. According the DPW 
Environmental Project Coordinator Tracy DeMaio, 
“Rain barrels have become very popular in Agawam. 
In the last two years we have sold over 300 rain barrels. 
More and more residents are using them, making water 
conservation a way of life in their homes, while also 
helping to reduce the impacts of storm water runoff on 
Agawam’s wetlands, rivers, and streams.” 

A rain barrel collects rainwater from the roof and 
stores it for use during dry weather to water house- 
plants or outside gardens. Collecting water in a rain 
barrel is an excellent way to save some of the runoff 
and take the pressure off our water supply and storm- 
water management systems. 

The rain barrels are made from 60-gallon recycled 
food grade barrels in a terra cotta color. The fully 
screened intake port keeps mosquitoes, insects, and 
debris out. The lid can be removed for easy cleaning 
and for storing hoses inside the barrel during the win- 
ter. The solid brass threaded spigot can be connected 
to a regular hose or soaker hose. The overflow connec- 
tor and tubing can be used to direct water away from 
the foundation or to join multiple barrels for additional 
storage capacity. 

Orders with payment will be taken through Wednes- 
day, April 11 with pick-up day Saturday, April 21 at 
the Department of Public Works (DPW), 1000 Suffield 
St., Agawam from 9:30 to 10:30 a.m. Rain barrels are

jobs, casinos

Nicholas A. Boldyga, the Republican and former South- 
wick selectman who represents the 3rd Hampden District, 
made up of Agawam, Southwick, Granville, and Russell, in 
the State House in Boston, is unhappy with the quality of 
employment statistics the state is providing. 

“Over a month ago, state labor officials were stating that 
about 40,700 jobs were added in 2011,” he said recently. 
“However, the governor’s office just released information 
that, due to a ‘revised methodology,’ their 
earlier numbers grossly overestimated job 
creation figures by four times.” 

On March 5, Boldyga formally announced 
that he is a candidate for election for a second 
term. It was less than a year and a half ago 
that Boldyga declared victory over his prede- 
cessor, former state Rep. Rosemary Sandlin, 
D-of Agawam. Though there was a third can- 
didate in the race, independent Anthony Bo- 
navita, Sandlin and Boldyga were the front- 
runners, and the margin between them turned 
out to be only 98 votes. 

Boldyga is the second declared candidate 
for the 3rd Hampden district this year. Sam- 
uel DiSanti, a Democrat and retired postal 
worker and business-mail specialist, announced his own 
campaign late last month. 

Employment 

The availability of jobs in the area will certainly be a big 
issue on the minds of voters in November. The Massachu- 
setts Executive Office of Labor and Workforce Development 
reported on March 8 that the state’s level of joblessness 
didn’t change from December 2011 to January 2012. The 
total (revised) December rate was 6.9 percent, which was 
exactly the newly reported January rate. Though the state’s 
numbers are better than the national numbers, it does appear 
that the recovery in Massachusetts has hit a plateau. 

Meanwhile, the situation in the Pioneer Valley is gloomier. 
The unemployment rate in Hampden County is 8.2 percent, 
just a hair below the national average of 8.3.

It was when asked about these numbers that Boldyga 
expressed his unhappiness with the quality of statistics re- 
leased by the state of late. The initial figure on the creation 
of jobs through 2011 was 40,700, though that was revised 
downward as far as 12,200. There is a “long way to go” in 
terms of real jobs creation, he said, adding, “I was pleased 
to have recently put forward and co-sponsored a legislative 
package to create jobs and economic growth in the Com- 
monwealth.” 

As to Hampden County specifically, Boldyga said that 
entrepreneurs tell him that taxes are too high and regula- 
tions too burdensome, facts that are “driving businesses ei- 
ther out of state or overseas.” 


Casinos 

In November, both houses of the legislature passed, and 
Gov. Deval Patrick signed, a bill licensing up to three re- 
sort-style casinos and a slots parlor. Boldyga 
said that given the present state of the econo- 
my, casinos will offer the area valuable boost. 
Not only do they create jobs internally, but 
they “bring increased traffic and consumers 
to the surrounding business community,” he 
said. Still, the timing is very uncertain: he 
cautioned that the Gaming Commission itself 
is still just “in the process of getting up and 
running” and that it will be some time before 
any casino actually opens. 

Consistent with this caution, Governor Pat- 
rick in January proposed a spending plan that 

didn’t assume the receipt of any revenues 
from casinos or a slots parlor through the fis- 
cal year from July 1, 2012 to June 30, 2013. 

The question of the sites of these four institutions seems 
wide open. 

“There’s been discussion of Palmer, Brimfield, Spring- 
field, and Holyoke as possible locations,” for the resort ca- 
sinos, Boldyga said. Likewise, there has been “discussion” 
of several possible sites of a slots parlor — an institution that 
wouldn’t require the levels of capital investment that a full- 
scale resort would. Amongst possible sites for such a par- 
lor are Suffolk Downs and Raynham Park, he said, though 
here, too, he stressed, “We’re in the beginning stages and a 
timeline will soon be determined.” 

Boldyga serves on three of the legislature’s joint com- 
mittees: financial services, higher education, and public 
safety.

the transplant list.” 

When Mary Lou arrived in Pittsburgh, 
she received a number of tests as Brian 
made his way there by car — over an eight- 
hour drive covering 500 miles, one way. 
The couple’s 13-year-old son, Brian Keefe 
Jr., was unable to make the trek to be with 
his family, but they decided against keep- 
ing any information from him and he was 
kept informed of his mother’s condition 
throughout. 

“You could tell he just wanted to break 
down, but he was going to be a tough little 
guy, said Mary Lou. 

Brian added, “In my opinion, he was the 
glue that held it all together.” 

On Sept. 21, 2011, a month after being 
hospitalized, Mary Lou underwent a dou- 
ble lung transplant, a surgery that lasted 
roughly eight and a half hours. Though she 
knows nearly nothing about her donor (due 
to the Health Insurance Portability and Ac- 
countability Act, commonly referred to as 
HIPAA, the only thing she was told about 
her donor was that they were in their 40s), 
Mary Lou said she is grateful to that person 
and his/her family. 

“I had a hard time dealing with knowing 
I needed a lung transplant versus a liver or 
kidney transplant,” she said. “There’s no 
such thing as a lung bank. Somebody has 
to die for you to get lungs and that was the 
hardest part.” 

After her surgery, however, Brian said 
he noticed a marked improvement in her 
health. 

“This is the most energy I’ve ever seen 
her have,” he said. “Two days after her sur- 
gery, she was walking around. It’s hard to 
paint the picture of how truly sick she was 
to how she was so much better just two 
days later. We were very, very close to los- 
ing her in August.” 

Although Mary Lou said her surgery 
worked out well, she admitted she is “basi- 
cally giving up one disease for another. 

“They made it very clear that there are 
limitations with transplants,” Brian said. 

“Once you go on rejection drugs, you 
pretty much kiss your kidneys goodbye,” 
she said, adding she hopes she at least gets 
another 10 years — long enough to see her 
son graduate from high school. 

“Until then, I want to keep my eye on 
him,” she said. 

Following her stay at the hospital, Mary 
Lou was supposed to stay in Pittsburgh 
for post-operative care, but she responded 
so well to her surgery, she was sent home 
three weeks early.

“We didn’t tell anyone she was com- 
ing home,” Brian said. They went to pick 
Brian Jr. up at his bus stop and he was 
“stunned.” 

“He didn’t know what to do,” Mary Lou 
said. 

Today, six months after her surgery, 
Mary Lou walks two miles every day. Prior 
to her surgery, she was often so tired, she 
“pretty much fell asleep standing up.” She 
receives blood tests and pulmonary func- 
tion tests every week and still travels to 
Pennsylvania for follow-up visits. 

Because he took so much time off from 
work to be with his wife, Brian said he 
used up his allotment of sick time and per- 
sonal days, but that the fire department has 
banded together to help him. 

"They ve been very good to me,” he said, 
adding 51 members of the department gave 
him some of their earned time. “I had 1,100 
hours donated by the guys on the job.” 

“That made a big difference when we 
were in Pittsburgh,” said Mary Lou. 

In order to help her pay her medical 
bills (the MedEvac alone cost $25,000, she 
said), the Springfield Lodge of Elks (of 
which Brian is a past exalted ruler), is host- 
ing a benefit fundraiser in her honor. The 
spaghetti dinner will be held Wednesday, 
March 28 from 6 to 8:30 p.m. at Springfield 
Lodge of Elks, 440 Tiffany St., Springfield. 
Cost is $15 per person, and free for chil- 
dren under 12 years old. 

“It’s weird when people want to help,” 
Mary Lou said of the Elks’ decision to sur- 
prise the Keefe family with the fundraiser. 

“Usually, it’s the other way around,” 
Brian said.

Committee eyes abatement issues, from page 1 


Councilor Robert Magovern sympa- 
thized with DePalma’s situation, saying the 
laws governing how the units are assessed 
are what are to blame. 

“I think we really need to go back and 
look at the process of how they are being 
assessed,’ Magovern said. “It’s crazy to bill 
someone who has no intention of building 
on this property. We really need to go back 
and address the law.” 

According to Councilor Robert Rossi, 
the former chair of the ad hoc sewer com- 
mittee and the new chair of the adminis- 
trative subcommittee, properties in the A-3 
zone are assessed at eight potential build- 
ing units per acre. A-1 and A-2 residential 
properties are based on frontage of a par- 
cel. 

Brown said the assessments were made 
based on the information Tighe & Bond 
received from the DPW. The engineering 
firm handled the task of calculating the as- 
sessments for the town. 

“We would need records of the conser- 
vation restrictions and [agricultural preser- 
vation restriction] before we could recom- 
mend a deferral of the assessment,” Brown 
said. 

DePalma also said he was unable to hook 
up to the sewer without a pumping station 
being built on the property because sewage 
would need to run uphill. A pumping sta- 
tion would be built as part of the assess- 
ment, Rossi said. 

Two other residents, Joseph and Mary 
Czerpak, seek to have their assessed bet- 
terment reduced from four units to two

on their property. Their argument was 
based on the fact that the planning board 
previously denied a building plan and 
rejected two potential building lots. 
“We would gladly build on them if we 
could,” Joseph Czerpak said. 

Brown said Tighe & Bond did not have 
the information and was comfortable rec- 
ommending that two of the lots be de- 
ferred. 

Seven other property owners were also 
heard during the subcommittee meeting, 
but councilors Magovern and Dennis Perry 
both wanted explanations about why the 
A-3 zoned properties are assessed differ- 
ently before they would feel comfortable 
with making a recommendation to the full 
council. 

“That’s part of the frustration for me,” 
said Rossi. “And I don’t blame anyone. 
They [Tighe & Bond] just didn’t have the 
updated information. I was hoping these 
issues would be resolved before the abate- 
ments came forward.” 

Councilor Joseph Mineo agreed. 

On March 20, Rossi said he would be 
scheduling meetings with the town’s trea- 
surer/collector and city auditor to discuss 
financing for Phase II of the project. Fol- 
lowing those meetings, he will call another 
meeting of the administrative subcommit- 
tee to discuss that and continue discussion 
on the abatements. 

The committee will also be reviewing 
zoning ordinances to ensure they make the 
right recommendations, Rossi said.

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Library announces April exhibits 


The Agawam Public Library has an- 
nounced the following exhibits to be on dis- 
play for the month of April. 

The Mosquito Fleet Exhibit, a traveling 
display of hundreds of rare artifacts dealing 
with the PT Boat Service, owned and oper- 
ated by Feeding Hills resident, Frank J. An- 
druss, Sr, is in honor of John F Kennedy and 
PT-109. The exhibit features photographs 
of Kennedy and artifacts that include the 
uniform of Gerard Zinser, an original crew- 
member. PT-109 was lost when rammed by 
the Japanese destroyer, Amigiri Aug. 1-2, 
1943. Two crewmembers were killed while 
the others, led by Kennedy, swam some 
three miles to a nearby island. They would 
spend almost a week shipwrecked before be- 
ing rescued. Later, Kennedy would become 
our 35th president. 

The library will also exhibit the works of 
photographer Amy S. Dane during April. 
Her exhibit, “Favorite Faces from the Silk 
Road,’ may be seen on the library’s gallery 
walls and lower level walls from April 3-30. 


Join Dane as she follows in the footsteps of 
early explorers who made their way from 
East to West, traveling by caravan of camels 
laden with goods including silk, jewels, spic- 
es, and tea. Starting her journey in Almaty, 
Kazakhstan, backtracking through the Xin- 
jiang Uighur Autonomous Region of China, 
continuing through Kyrgyzstan, Uzbekistan, 
Tajikistan and finally Turkmenistan, Dane 
soaked in the varied landscape including 
desert and snow covered mountains along 
with blue tiled mosques and monuments 
glinting in sunlight. 

The library will present the works of pho- 
tographer Drew Von Maluski, an Agawam 
resident.

cleared by an appropriate health professional 
(see sidebar.) 

Students suspected of suffering a concus- 
sion who begin to develop signs and symp- 
toms of a worsening brain injury after they 
are removed from a competition or event will 
be immediately transported to a hospital. 

As part of the return-to-play guidelines, a 
research-based software tool known as Im- 
PACT (Immediate Post-Concussion Assess- 
ment and Cognitive Testing) will be used by 
Agawam 's athletic training staff to evaluate 
students and to help determine if they have 
recovered. ImPACT evaluates multiple as- 
pects of neurocognitive function, including 
memory, attention, brain processing speed, 
reaction time, and post-concussion symp- 
toms. 

Agawam athletes who participate in high 
school athletics will receive a baseline Im- 
PACT test or equivalent neuropsychological 
test in their freshmen and junior years. The 
testing sessions will be coordinated by the 
athletic training staff. 

“These regulations were developed to pro- 
tect the health of our student athletes,” said 
Sapelli. “Sports-related head injuries and 
concussions can have serious consequences 
for students, including long-term health and 
educational issues, if the injuries aren’t prop- 
erly managed.” 

Sapelli said the regulations will provide 
information and standardized procedures for 
anyone involved in the prevention, training 
management, and return-to-activity deci- 
sions regarding students who incur sports- 
related head injuries in extracurricular ath- 
letic activities — including cheerleading and 
the school marching band. 

He added that most student athletes who 
experience a concussion can fully recover if 
their brain has time to heal before sustaining 
another hit. However, schools cannot rely on 
athletes to self-report their injury symptoms 
or to determine if they have recovered. 

“Self-reporting is inadequate because con- 
cussion symptoms may be subtle and many

go unreported,’ said the superintendent. 
“Students aren’t always aware of the signs 
and symptoms or the severity concussive in- 
juries pose. They also may feel pressure to 
return to play as quickly as possible when 
it’s premature for them to return.” 

What makes it imperative to accurately as- 
sess and treat athletes when concussions are 
suspected is that students may feel “fine” on 
the outside when they actually have a brain 
injury and cannot continue playing. 

If students play too soon after sustain- 
ing a concussion, research has shown that 
there is a greater risk of suffering another 
brain injury — making athletes vulnerable to 
a prolonged post-concussion syndrome. It 
also puts them at risk for second-impact syn- 
drome (SIS) — a rare condition that causes 
rapid brain swelling and occasionally leads 
to paralysis or death. 

Before students can participate in any 
athletic team at AHS, they and their parents 
must sign a form certifying they have either 
read a copy of the National Federation of 
State High School Associations (NFSHA) 
Concussion Information Packet or take one 
of two free courses offered online. NFSHA 
offers a 30-minute course and a second on- 
line course is available through the CDC. 

The committee’s policy subcommittee, 
chaired by Linda Galarneau, worked with 
the superintendent and various Agawam 
school staff to develop the concussion regu- 
lations. Committee members Shelley Reed 
and Wendy Rua also serve on the subcom- 
mittee. The complete regulations, along 
with the state law, is available on the school 
department’s website: http://www.agawam- 
publicschools.org/. 

The school staff will annually review 
and discuss the regulation’s procedures for 
managing sports-related concussions. Any 
proposed changes to the regulations will be 
approved by the school committee, which 
under the law must review or revise its con- 
cussion regulations every two years.

The impact of concussions 
on student athletes 


A Ge is defined as a transient 
alteration in brain function without 
structural damage, but with other poten- 
tially serious long-term ramifications. In 
the event of a concussion, the brain sus- 
tains damage at a microscopic level in 
which cells and cell membranes are torn 
and stretched. 

The damage to these cells also disrupts 
the brain at a chemical level, as well as 
causing restricted blood flow to the dam- 
aged areas of the brain, thereby disrupting 
brain function. 

Concussions are difficult to diagnose 
because the damage cannot be seen. An 
MRI or CT scan cannot diagnose a con- 
cussion, but can help rule out a more 
serious brain injury to a student athlete. 
Because concussions are difficult to de- 
tect, student athletes must obtain medical 
approval before returning to athletics fol- 
lowing a concussion. 


Signs and symptoms: 


Signs (what you see): 

e Confusion 

e Forgets plays 

e Unsure about game, score, opponent 

e Altered coordination 

e Balance problems 

e Personality change 

e Slow response to questions 

e Forgets events prior to injury 
(retrograde amnesia) 

e Forgets events after injury 
(anterograde amnesia) 

e Loss of consciousness (any duration) 


Symptoms (reported by athlete): 
e Headache 
e Fatigue 
e Nausea or vomiting 
e Double vision/blurry vision 
Sensitivity to light (photophobia) 
Sensitivity to noise (tinnitus) 
e Feels sluggish/foggy 
e Problems concentrating/remembering 
e Trouble with sleeping/excess sleep 
e Dizziness 
e Sadness 
e Seeing stars 
e Vacant stare/glassy eyed 
e Nervousness 
e Irritability 
e Inappropriate emotions 


If any of the above signs or symptoms 
is observed after a suspected blow to the 
head, jaw, spine, or body, they may be in- 
dicative of a concussion and the student 
athlete must be removed from play im- 
mediately and not allowed to return until 
cleared by an appropriate allied health 
professional. 


Post-concussion syndrome 
Post-concussion syndrome occurs af- 


ter student athletes receive a concussion. 
Student athletes who receive concussions 
can have symptoms that last a few days to 
a few months, and even up to a full year, 
until their neurocognitive function returns 
to normal. Therefore, all school personnel 
must pay attention to and closely observe 
all student athletes for post-concussion 
syndrome and it symptoms. 

Student athletes who are still suffering 
from concussion symptoms are not ready 
to return to play. The signs and symptoms 
of post-concussion syndrome are: 


e Dizziness 

e Headache with exertion 

e Tinnitus (ringing in the ears) 

e Fatigue 

e Irritability 

e Frustration 

e Difficulty in coping with daily stress 
e Impaired memory or concentration 
e Eating and sleeping disorders 

e Behavioral changes 

e Alcohol intolerance 

e Decreases in academic performance 
e Depression 

e Visual disturbances 


Second impact syndrome 

Second impact syndrome (SIS) is a se- 
rious medical emergency and a result of 
an athlete returning to play and competi- 
tion too soon following a concussion. SIS 
happens because of rapid brain swelling 
and herniation of the brain after a second 
head injury that occurs before the symp- 
toms of a previous head injury have been 
resolved. 

The second impact that a student athlete 
may receive may only be a minor blow to 
the head or it may not even involve a hit to 
the head. A blow to the chest or back may 
create enough force to snap the athlete’s 
head and send acceleration/deceleration 
forces to an already compromised brain. 
The resulting symptoms occur because of 
a disruption of the brain’s blood auto-reg- 
ulatory system which leads to swelling of 
the brain, increasing intracranial pressure 
and herniation. 

After a second impact, a student athlete 
usually does not become unconscious, 
but appears to be dazed. The student ath- 
lete may remain standing and be able to 
leave the field under his/her own power. 
Within 15 seconds to several minutes, the 
athlete’s condition worsens rapidly, with 
dilated pupils, loss of eye movement, loss 
of consciousness leading to coma, and re- 
spiratory failure. The best way to handle 
SIS is to prevent it from occurring alto- 
gether.

Burton mentioned that golf clubs have 
been popular items to ship since travelers 
like to send them ahead to their destination 
when they do not want to take them along on 
a plane. He has also noticed a jump in inter- 
national shipping since the store chose DHL 
because of the carrier s reasonable rates. 

Other services available are faxing, nota- 
ry, and customizable products like business 
cards, banners, name plates, pet tags and 
self-inking stamps. Document services in- 
clude color and black and white photocopy- 
ing, printing, laminating and binding. 

“My goal is to keep everything small-town 
and pro-local. Many of my vendors are Mas- 
sachusetts businesses and that’s a great way 
to put back in to the local economy,” said 
Burton, noting that his small company of 
two has Brockton-based W.B. Mason as its 
paper and office goods supplier. The store’s 
greeting card vendor company is just a short 
drive away. 

A new service that Burton hopes will 
catch on is an off-site package pick-up ser- 
vice at the Agawam Senior Center. Seniors 
unable to come to the store are now able to 
choose between an early or after-hours time 
to have their packages brought to the store 
and shipped out for them. 

Burton also started a frequent shipper 
program where customers can earn points 
towards their next shipment. 

“When you ship with FedEx or DHL, ev- 
ery time you come in, we check off a box off 
on the card. After five boxes, you get $3 off 


cost-effective and I try to give people deals 
and reward them for coming in the store,” he 
said. He recently created a Facebook page to 
keep in contact with customers. 

“Why come here instead of the post of- 
fice or another place? The difference is that 
a lot of people know me and I’m great with 
customer service. You don’t have to wait 
in long lines, costs are competitive and ev- 
erything is done electronically so you don’t 
have to worry about writing your labels out,” 
he said.

Charlie served as the president of the Agawam Rotary Club 
for the 1998/1999 year and was held in the highest regard 
by his fellow Rotarians; this scholarship was started with 
generous donations from club members and is unique in its 
purpose: To financially assist an individual in obtaining an 
education related to a vocational/technical career or to grant 
an individual the amount of the scholarship for the purpose 
of purchasing tools or equipment to become established in 
their trade. The applicant need not be a high school senior. 

For all scholarships, the committee has the right to inter- 
pretation and the decisions of the committee are final. Ap- 
plication deadline is April 1.

Francis of Blechertown. In their next game, they battled 
the Pittsfield Boys and Girls Club throughout, losing 39-38 
after being tied at the half. This same Pittsfield team would 
go on to win the “A” group title for the tournament. It was 
another one point loss for Agawam in their third game by a 
33-32 score to East Greenbush. 

Playing for Agawam was: Amma Armfield, Jenna Beach, 
Samantha Charette, Meghan D’Amours, Jess Lingenberg, 
Chrsitie Mirski, Angie Vechiarelli, Allison Wheller, Caro- 
line Wysocki and Amira Wynne. 

The championship games began at 2 p.m. with Lee and 
the Pittsfield B&G Club facing off for the 5th/6th grade B 
title. Lee trailed twice in the first 2:00, took the lead and 
never looked back, winning, 31-10. The 7th/8th B finals 
were next with Adams taking on Longmeadow and while 
Longmeadow led in the opening three-plus minutes, Lee 
took charge and won going away by a 45-28 score. Pitts- 
field opened with a flurry against Belchertown in the 5th/6th 
A, saw them come back and then pulled away for good en 
route to a 41-22 victory. The day ended with a real barn- 
burner in the 7th/8th A when Pittsfield and Chicopee went 
to double overtime, before the Berkshire team won it 55-53 
on a pair of free throws in the second extra frame. 

Each year the Chicopee basketball community hosts this 
weeklong tournament of girls’ basketball, so named after 
Ed Szlachetka, who was instrumental in bringing about the 
opportunity for young girls to play and enjoy basketball in 
Chicopee. The tournament began in 1993. 

This year’s theme, tied in with the sportsmanship, was 
about anti bullying, a subject that has been in the news, lo- 
cally and nationally. Sirdeaner Walker of Springfield spoke 
of her son who committed suicide in 2009 after being a vic- 
tim of bullying. She began the Carl Joseph Walker-Hoover 
Foundation in his memory and asked that everyone get in- 
volved in their schools and communities to make a differ- 
ence. She mentioned that there will be a scholarship dinner 
at the Log Cabin in April and a road race at Forest Park in 
September to aid the cause. All proceeds from the 50-50 
raffle were also donated to the Foundation. 

Play began in earnest Monday, when the round robin 
games started. The venues were: Chicopee High, Chicopee 
Comp, Chicopee Academy, Stefanik and Bellamy. That 
continued through Saturday when 16 teams were qualified 
for the playoffs. On Sunday, the semifinals were played 
at both Chicopee High and Comp with four team finalists 
emerging from each location. The finals started immedi- 
ately after the last semifinal at Chicopee High. 

The first pairing was for the 5th/6th B crown with Lee and 
the Pittsfield Boys and Girls Club.

They would not score again 
for the remainder of the half, as Lee went on a 14-0 run to 
take a 17-4 lead into the break. eight of the 14 points were 
scored by Hawley and she had 10 at the half. Eline-Wright 
ended the streak in the first 30 seconds of the second half, 
but after that Lee pulled away to their 31-10 win. Hawley 
scored 17 points in the game to lead everyone. Lee got to 
the semifinals through the Green group and winning two of 
their three round robin games. They beat St. Francis, 36-16, 
lost 32-15 to West Springfield and then beat East Green- 
bush, 47-23. In the semifinals, they edged the Black group 
winner, Adams, 25-23. Hawley was the big scorer in all 
four games, getting 32 against East Greenbush. Pittsfield 
won the Orange group, with a 30-24 win over Westside, a 
27-15 victory over Southwick before losing to St. Francis 
25-9. Their semifinal was also close, as they beat North 
Adams, 22-20. 

The 7th/8th B division was next with Adams topping 
Longmeadow, 45-28. Madison Ryan got Adams on the 
board two minutes in, but then Longmeadow took a 4-1 
lead on baskets by Abbie Mokuah. That would last another 
minute as Fallon field hit a jumper and a three to put Adams 
back in front. She ended the nine-point run that left Adams 
with a 10-4 lead and continued her scoring with a hoop in 
the final seconds of the first half to make it a 26-15 game. 
By halftime, she had 12 points and Ryan, nine to pace Ad- 
ams. The second half was dominated by Ryan who had 
three treys and ended the game with 22 points. Adams 
swept through the “4” group with wins over Hampden, 48-

Toni Satrape 
led them with seven points including three in the last two 
minutes. Mastralerz had six at the break for Belchertown. 
Pittsfield continued its run to open the second half, scoring 
the first five points and with 6:00 to go had opened up a 33- 
16 advantage. The game ended with Pittsfield winning by 
19 points. Satrape led the Pittsfield team with nine, while 
Riana Gittens followed with eight. Olivia Mitchell topped 
everyone with 11 for the game and Mastralerz ended with 
eight. This was the second time the two teams played, with 
Pittsfield winning 26-20 in the first encounter, after trail- 
ing 12-11 at the half. They also came back from an 18-16 
deficit to beat West Springfield, 38-28 and then. Pittsfield 
swept the Blue group with a 32-24 win over Chicopee and 
then won their way into the finals with a 26-24 victory over 
the Golden Knights of Great Barrington, 26-24. Once again 
they trailed at the half. Belchertown got into the playoff 
with a losing record, falling 28-13 to the Golden Knights, 
before their first loss to Pittsfield. They trailed 18-11 at the 
half against Westside and then stormed back in the second 
half to win 38-30. Though they were 1-2, they gained a spot 
as the second place Blue team. In the semifinals, they beat 
Chicopee, 40-33. 

The final game was the best of the day and perhaps the 
entire tournament. Playing for the 7th/8th A division cham-
